A discovery on the weekend 
brought a tragic close to the miss¬ 
ing-person case of 19-year-old 
Amber Kirwan. 

Police found human remains 
in Heathbell, Pictou County, on 
Saturday and confirmed yesterday 
they belonged to Kirwan. The 
young nursing student went miss¬ 
ing Oct. 9 after leaving Dooly’s in 
New Glasgow. 

Police are not confirming how 
she perished, but they say her 
death is considered a homicide. 

An autopsy will be performed 
sometime this week. 

“It is with overwhelming sad¬ 
ness and grief that our worst fears 
were realized (Saturday),” Kir- 
wan’s family wrote in a public 
statement. “Our beloved Amber 
will not be coming home to us. 
Words cannot express the sorrow 
and sense of loss we feel.” 

Her remains were uncovered 
in a wooded area on a farm prop¬ 
erty —the same area where pohce 
conducted a two-day search three 
weeks before. 

“There was sufficient grounds

to apply to a justice for a search 
warrant to go onto that property,” 
said Const. Bill Rudolph, RCMP 
spokesman. 

Rudolph said it wasn’t any one 
tip but a culmination of inves¬ 
tigative steps that led police to 
obtain a warrant to search the 
area. 

Kirwan’s family said her “need¬ 
less” death is something they will 
never get over. 

“We cannot imagine life with¬ 
out her. She was so young and it 
breaks our hearts to think of all 
of the good things in life she will 
not get to experience,” the state¬ 
ment read.

Friends of 
Kirwan 
gather at 
memorial 

A wall that the commu¬ 
nity has gathered at for 
weeks to hope and pray 
for Amber Kirwan’s safe 
return became a place of 
mourning yesterday. 

Friends and members 
of the community gath¬ 
ered to light candles and 
shed tears at the memo¬ 
rial site in downtown 
New Glasgow as word 
spread the 19-year-old 
girl has been found 
dead. 

“It’s just a sin,” said 
one friend named Alci- 
na. “I can’t believe this 
could happen.” 

She knew Kirwan for 
about six years, she said. 

“She was the nicest 
person you’d ever meet. 
I’ve known her since her 
and Mason started 
dating — before that,” 
she said fighting back 
tears. “They were the 
greatest couple ever.” 

Kerry Jackson went to 
elementaiy school with 
Kirwan and also came to 
light candles. 

“She was sweet and 
kind,” she said. “She’d 
get along with 
everybody.” 

Norma Green only 
knew Kirwan from shop¬ 
ping at Home Hardware 
where the girl worked, 
but when word of her 
disappearance spread, 
she volunteered to help 
pass out posters and 
eveiy night would light 
candles at the wall near 
Dooly’s. 

“The community’s 
come together with 
such love and 
compassion,” she said. 

That needs to contin¬ 
ue in the future as the 
family and friends 
grieve, she said. 

“Her story needs to be 
told,” she said.

Sod turns 
for new 
library

The official 

groundbreaking for the 
new downtown Halifax 
public library takes 
place this morning. 

Mayor Peter Kelly 
will join Peter MacKay, 
the defence minister, 
and John MacDonell, 
the minister of munici¬ 
pal relations, at the con¬ 
struction site along 


Spring Garden Road, 
next to the DalTech fac¬ 
ulty of architecture 
building. The ceremony 
starts at 11 a.m. 

The $5 5-million 
library is slated to open 
in 2014. It is funded by 
all three levels of 
government. 

HRM is contributing 
$23.7 million to the 
project. The municipali¬ 
ty is drawing on several 
sources to come up 
with the funding, 
including the sale of ad¬ 
jacent lots owned by 
HRM. 

The province is kick¬ 
ing in $13 million, and 
the federal government

Council to vote on 
seawall repair 


Help may be on the way for 
the crumbling Northwest 
Arm seawall.

$611,586 contract to 
rebuild a portion of the sea¬ 
wall. The first phase of the 
project will cover a 200-me- 
tre section in Sir Sanford 
Fleming Park, better 
known as Dingle Beach 
Cove.

About 40 Occupy Nova Sco¬ 
tia protesters and support¬ 
ers swept and scrubbed 
Grand Parade in the noon¬ 
time sun yesterday. 

As promised, the group 
was preparing to move 
their tent camp temporari¬ 
ly firom Grand Parade to 
Victoria Park for Remem¬ 
brance Day and Dignity 
Day ceremonies. 

But the occupiers — and 
many of their tents — re¬ 
mained in Grade Parade, 
even though Mayor Peter 
Kelly had asked the pro¬ 
testers to vacate the area 
by last night. 

“We’re making a politi¬ 
cal statement by staying 
longer than the sixth,” said 
John Thibeau, a spokesper¬ 
son for Occupy Nova Sco¬ 
tia. 

“We’re not letting the 
mayor dictate to us what 
to do. Don’t think that 
we’re being bullied out of 
here. This is our choice.” 

The occupiers say they 
will be completely out of 
Grand Parade by dusk to¬ 
morrow, in time for Digni¬ 
ty Day ceremonies on 
Wednesday and the Re¬ 
membrance Day service on 
Friday. 

Organizers have 

planned a solidarity rally 
to move back to Grand Pa¬ 
rade on Saturday. 

“I’ve heard numbers 


speculated from 500 to 
1,000 people,” Thibeau 
said. 

Once they return, 
Thibeau said they plan to 
set up camp in a more or¬ 
ganized and condensed 
fashion. 


“We’re going to try to 
free up some more of this 
space for the rest of the 
general public — who ap¬ 
parently, we’ve been told, 
feel like it should be given 
back to the general pub¬ 
lic,” he said.

Against Violence, organized 
by Britton, aims to bring 
denominations together to 
create awareness about vio¬ 
lence in the city. 

“If we can come together 
as members of different 
faith and traditions and do 
this thing together, then we 
can do many more things 
together,” she said. 

Britton focuses her anti¬ 
violence campaign on

youth crime, but hopes to 
stamp out other kinds of vi¬ 
olence as well. 

“We tiy to talk about 
what it would take to get 
them to lay down weapons 
and to look in another di¬ 
rection,” she said of her ap¬ 
proach to dealing with 
young people involved in 
violent crime. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Chief Frank Beazley sup¬ 


ports Britton’s approach. 

“Choose school, choose 
work, choose all different 
kinds of things,” he said. 
“But don’t choose crime 
and don’t choose drugs.” 

Beazley said the rate of 
gun violence in Hahfax is 
worrisome. 

“Last year it was high, 
this year it was even high¬ 
er,” he said. 

Beazley said police have 
seized 196 firearms since 
January. Ninety-six of them 
were used to commit crime. 

Mayor Peter Kelly was al¬ 
so there to speak out 
against violence in HRM. 

“We want safe streets, vi¬ 
olence has no place in our 
community, it has no place 
in our homes,” he said. “It’s 
up to us to make sure that 
we speak as a community 
as we’re doing today.” 


$226M TRIMMED FROM BUDGET 

Veterans 
protest 
feds’ cuts 

About two dozen vet¬ 
erans and their support¬ 
ers gathered Saturday at 
the main cenotaph in 
Hahfax to protest what 
they say is the federal 
government’s shameful 
treatment of former sol¬ 
diers, sailors and airmen. 

John Labelle, a 72-year- 
old veteran who served 
38 years in the Canadian 


navy, cited a litany of 
complaints about pen¬ 
sion clawbacks and 
changes to the new Veter¬ 
ans Charter. 

Labelle says a planned 
$226-million cut to the 
Veterans Affairs budget 
will have a substantial 
impact on veterans’ bene¬ 
fits — even though sen¬ 
ior bureaucrats have in¬ 
sisted that’s not the case. 

The protesters, some 
of them wearing rows of 
militaiy medals, shared 
the public square at 
Grand Parade with 
dozens of Occupy Nova 
Scotia activists.

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Mayor won’t speak 
at boundary hearing 

O To be held at Summit Place in downtown Halifax

Of the 36 people on tap to 
speak or give submissions 
tonight at the Nova Scotia 
Utility and Review Board 
hearing on shaping HRM’s 
boundaries, nine of them 
are councillors. 

But one notable name is 
absent from the list: the 
mayor. 

“We’ve done our job and 
now the job is in the hands 
of the UARB,” Peter Kelly 
said yesterday. 

But he added he’s look¬ 
ing forward to hearing 
what the public has to say. 



In July, the UARB decid¬ 
ed the number of council¬ 
lors and districts would be 
cut to 16 from 23. Now the 
board is tasked with choos¬ 
ing a new boundaiy map of 
the HRM before the next 
municipal election in the 
fall of 2012. 


Last month, council vot¬ 
ed, without debate, to send 
the first of two scenarios to 
the UARB for their consid¬ 
eration. Several public ses¬ 
sions and surveys were 
conducted and public opin¬ 
ion seemed to be split be¬ 
tween the two scenarios. 

The UARB hearing starts 
at 9 a.m. with interviews 
from witnesses and ex¬ 
perts. Members of the pub¬ 
lic who forwarded their 
names to the UARB will be¬ 
gin speaking at 7p.m. 

Not surprisingly, several 
councillors, as well as rep¬ 
resentatives from business 
and ratepayers associa¬ 
tions, have asked to speak.

Fireworks may 
have caused 
horrific crash 


Police investigating the cause of a 34-car pile-up on a major British 
highway that killed seven people and injured 51 are focusing on a 
fireworks display near the accident site. Initial reports suggested 
fog and wet road surfaces were partly to blame for the huge 
collision, but police said they have now zeroed in on the fireworks 
show after evidence taken from witnesses indicated that black 
smoke emerging from it may be the main culprit. Rescue workers 
have described the road accident as one of the deadliest in the 
country in years. 


Man accused of throwing woman, kids over 


A man has been charged 
with three counts of at¬ 
tempted murder after a 
woman and her two young 
children plunged off a 
fourth-floor balcony in 
Toronto’s east end. 

Toronto Police Staff Ser¬ 
geant Mike Ervick says the 
children — a two-year-old 
and an eight-month-old in¬ 


fant — suffered life-threat¬ 
ening injuries, but adds 
that doctors at Sick Kids 
Hospital are hopeful both 
will survive. 

He says their mother, 
believed to be in her 30s, is 
being treated for serious 
injuries at a Toronto hospi¬ 
tal, but is expected to re¬ 
cover.

Ottawa protester claims 
he was scammed at camp 


The death of a woman at 
the Occupy Vancouver 
camp means the site has be¬ 
come so unsafe that it must 
be shut down as soon as 
possible, says Vancouver’s 
mayor. 

The 20-year-old woman 
was found unresponsive in 
a tent at the site in front of 
the Vancouver Art Galleiy 
on Saturday afternoon, two 
days after a man suffered a 
non-fatal overdose at the 
encampment. 

“There is a serious prob¬ 
lem here and we want to 
address it urgently,” said 
Mayor Gregor Robertson. 
The woman’s death is tragic 
and is also upsetting for 
him because he has a 20- 
year-old daughter, he said. 

Occupy Vancouver sup¬ 
porters tried to drown him 
out as he spoke to re¬ 
porters, with one woman 


shouting that at least his 
daughter has a home. 

“1 think the protest on 
the really important issues

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Tax files 
disappear 

O CRA auditor took tens of 
thousands of unecrypted files home 


The confidential tax files of 
almost 2,700 Canadians are 
missing after a Canada Rev¬ 
enue Agency worker took 
them home and let a friend 
download them to a laptop. 

The laptop has disap¬ 
peared, the agency is 
scrambling to rewrite its se¬ 
curity protocols and the 
privacy commissioner is 
asking why no one alerted 
her to the breach in confi¬ 
dentiality. 


“Our office was not in¬ 
formed about this inci¬ 
dent,” said Anne-Marie 
Hayden, spokeswoman for 
Jennifer Stoddart, privacy 
commissioner of Canada. 
“We will be following up 
with CRA for farther infor¬ 
mation on the issue.” 

The major breach oc¬ 
curred in early 2006, when 
an auditor in the agency’s 
Toronto office asked a gov¬ 
ernment computer techni¬ 


cian to download 37,488 of 
her emails and 776 docu¬ 
ments onto 16 CDs. The 
confidential material cov¬ 
ered the years 2000 to 
2006, and was not enciypt- 
ed as required by agency 
rules. 

The woman took the 
CDs home, and allowed a 
male friend to copy at least 
one of them to a laptop. 

The breach only came to 
light when the woman pro-

The first Remembrance Day

So Nova Scotia’s largest non¬ 
union employers are eager to 
preserve an unfettered collec¬ 
tive bargaining process. They 
are, they claim, deeply 
concerned about “a third party deciding 
what will be the appropriate terms and 
conditions of emplo 3 mient.” 

How progressive. 

Where were they when the Harper gov¬ 
ernment systematically ripped the guts 
out of that process during the recent Air 
Canada and Canada Post disputes? 

Nowhere. 

Oh, right. They don’t want to preserve collective 
bargaining; they want to prevent it. 

Last week, the Nova Scotia Employers’ Roundtable — 
made up of 21 employers “representing” 34,000 workers 
— sent a letter to Premier Darrell Dexter, expressing hor¬ 
ror at even the whiff his government might contemplate 
“first contract arbitration” 



legislation. 

First contract arbitration 
is designed to protect work¬ 
ers who choose to join a 
union and whose employer 
then refuses to bargain in 
good faith on a first 
contract. It happens — 
rarely, but it does. When it 
does, the legislation 
provides, initially, for con¬ 
ciliation or mediation. If 
that fails, there is the big 
stick of an imposed 
settlement. Studies show 
the threat of first contract 
arbitration increases the 
chances of a negotiated con¬ 
tract and reduces work 
stoppages by a “statistically 
significant” 65 per cent. 

Conservative leader 
Jamie Baillie calls it a “crazy 
idea” and warns it will be a 
job killer. 

Really? Six provinces and 
the federal government 
have similar laws. Eighty 
per cent of Canadian work¬ 
ers — including the 15 per cent of Nova Scotians working 
in federally regulated industries — are already covered. 

Where are all the dead jobs? 

For his part. Liberal leader Stephen McNeil frets such 
legislation will tilt the balance in favour of workers. 

Earth to Stephen. During the 1970s, Nova Scotia 
governments — at the behest of powerful, and powerful¬ 
ly anti-union Michelin Tire — rewrote the province’s 
labour laws on several occasions to make it virtually im¬ 
possible for the company’s workers to organize, let alone 
bargain for a first contract. Those laws are still on the 
books. 

Tilt the balance? Perhaps it’s time to take the 
corporate thumb — and fist — off the scale. 

And perhaps, just perhaps, it’s time for McNeil and 
Baillie to stop shilling for the powerful and start speaking 
for the least powerful, including unorganized workers.

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United government 
in works for Greece 

O Prime minister says he won’t be leading the way 
O Government survived confidence vote Saturday 


Greece’s embattled prime 
minister and the head of 
the main opposition party 
reached an initial agree¬ 
ment last night to form an 
interim government that 
will ensure the country’s 
new European debt deal 
and then lead Greece to 
early elections. 

The announcement 
came after President Karo- 
los Papoulias chaired crisis 
talks between Prime Minis¬ 
ter George Papandreou and 
opposition leader Antonis 
Samaras, capping a week of 
drama sparked by Papan¬ 
dreou’s announcement he 
was taking the debt deal to 
a referendum. He withdrew 
the plan Thursday after in¬ 
tense opposition from Euro¬ 
pean leaders and his own 
lawmakers. 


Greece is anxious to 
reach an agreement quick¬ 
ly. A meeting between the 
premier and Samaras today 
will discuss who will act as 
interim prime minister and 
the makeup of the cabinet. 
Papoulias also would chair 
a meeting of the heads of 
all political parties. 

Faced with open rebel¬ 
lion from his own Socialist 
lawmakers and pressure to 
resign, Papandreou said he 
would step aside if an 
agreement could be 
reached securing the new 
European debt deal and the 
disbursement of a vital 
bailout-loan instalment 
without which the country 
will default within weeks. 
Samaras said he would only 
sit at the negotiating table 
if Papandreou resigned

O Hercules actor details physical struggles in new book True Strength

As the title star of Hercules 
in the 1990s, Kevin Sorbo 
was known for his strength 
and vitality. But off camera, 
he hid a deep secret: His 
abilities had been severely 
limited since falling victim 
to an aneurism and multi¬ 
ple strokes — in one day — 
in 1997. Now, 14 years after 
the illness that nearly killed 
him, he is breaking his si¬ 
lence in a new book. True 
Strength.

It had just gotten 
to a point where 1 said, ‘You 
know what?

1 didn’t want anyone 
to know that this guy who 
was larger than life, pla 3 dng 
this big superhero guy — 1 
thought that 1 was Hercules 
in a way and then 1 would 
suddenly go to 90-years-old 
overnight.

“It was tough for my ego. 
1 thought that my life was 
over and that 1 would be in 
a wheelchair for the rest of 
my life. So I’m really grate¬ 
ful to the studio for work¬ 
ing around me to get 
through an episode without 
me.” 

And yet, despite the de¬ 


bilitation, Sorbo made Her¬ 
culean efforts to get back 
on his feet. 

“I’m a veiy strong-willed 
person and 1 have a veiy 
driven personality,” he says. 

“When they told me that 
this was what 1 had to do to 
get better, 1 would do 10 
times more than that. 1 
pushed myself 1 would 
throw myself into the situa¬ 
tion and tell myself, ‘Hey, 
no pain, no gain.’ 1 looked 
at this as a gift and decided 
to accept it. 

“Initially, it made me 
mad, but after a while, 1 got 
it. It changed my life com¬ 
pletely. 1 became a much 
more patient person. 1 be¬ 
came a far more compas¬ 
sionate person and that’s 
why 1 wrote the book.” 

These days, the actor 
says he’s feeling good, de¬ 
spite frequent migraines 
and some dizziness when 
he overdoes his workouts. 


“I learned that everybody has a story; 
we all have pains in our lives. We feel 
like we are alone but we are not alone, 
because we have all these similarities 
and all these stories.”

As the global population 
hits seven billion, it’s nev¬ 
er been a better time to 
think about whether you 
really want to bring anoth¬ 
er person into the world. 

Fortunately, in the 21st 
century, more and more 
people are seeing parent¬ 
ing as an option rather 
than an obligation. 

“The percentage of 
women who reach the end 
of their childbearing years 


without kids in the U.S. is 
around 20 per cent now 
compared to 10 per cent in 
the 1970s,” says Dr. Ellen 
Walker, author of Com¬ 
plete Without Kids. 

She also cites declining 
birth rates in the West, as 
well as China and Japan as 
evidence. 

“For me, at age 50, Fm 
still quite an outsider with 
my peers, but a woman in 
her 30s who has chosen to 
be child free will have 
more women her age who 
are in the same boat.” 

There are hundreds of 
reasons for not having 


kids, from the cost of rais¬ 
ing a child, lack of support 
network to concerns about 
the ecological impact of 
adding to an overpopulat¬ 
ed world. 

The global recession is 
also a factor. “Many people 
are concerned about the 
current and future state of 
the world and deciding 
that this is not a place they 
want to bring children in¬ 
to,” says Walker. 

It’s also a result of open¬ 
ness in society. 

Choosing to be child 
free is not only becoming a 
more popular life choice. 


but unlike their predeces¬ 
sors, the new generation 
of DINKS — dual-income, 
no kids couples — don’t 
feel awkward talking 
about it. 

“People are talking 
openly about the decision 
and actually viewing it as a 
choice, rather than an es¬ 
sential life step,” says 
Walker. 

“Fm seeing that women 
in particular are realizing 
that we can’t do it all, and 
that it’s OK to choose either 
mothering or career and to 
walk away from the other.” 

Where parents see rais¬ 


ing decent children as their 
legacy and purpose in life, 
DINKS channel their ener¬ 
gies into projects, charity 
work, hobbies or volunteer 
work. 

“1 encourage child-free 
adults to take time to con¬ 
sider this legacy question 
carefully,” says Walker. 

“If you’re not a parent 
(in a world in which this is 
still the norm), it’s critical 
to find your own purpose. 

“Otherwise, you will 
likely find yourself having 
regrets at some point 
about not having had 
kids.”

ment of millions offering, 
wanting and taking all 
manner of stuff. 

Staffed by volunteer 
moderators and loosely 
overseen by Beal, Freecycle 
aims to let you share your 
old TVs, clothes, broken 
blenders, tire chains and 
moving boxes with people 
nearby, using email groups 
at Yahoo! and on the net¬ 


work’s website. 

There are nearly 5,000 
Freecycle groups with 
about nine million mem¬ 
bers in more than 70 coun¬ 
tries. Not bad for a guy 
who was simply tiying to 
keep perfectly good stuff 


out of landfills, or find 
homes for stuff charities 
don’t take, in his own com¬ 
munity. Freecycle can be

try to find homes for them 
at other non-profits. 

“We had this old beat-up 
pickup truck, and would 
load up the pickup and 
drive from one non-profit 
to the next to see who 
could use this stuff. It was 
crazy, and taking way too 
much work to find new 
homes for perfectly good 
stuff,” he said. “So 1 set up 
an email group, where any¬ 
body interested could join 
and they could pick it up 
themselves.”
